acres  of  land  that  was  one  time  a  part  of  the  Thomas  Bysyley 
tract,  which  constitutes  the  chief  portion  of  now, Holland 
township.  Although  the  land  settled  on  by  the  Hunts, is  no 
part  of  Holland  township,  nor  even  of  the  present  county  of 
Hunterdon,  yet  it  has  a  history  of  its  own  as  regards  its 
relation  to  other  townships  and  counties  that  is  interesting, 
IShen  Thomas  Byerley  purchased  this  land  in  1705,  it  was  sit¬ 
uated  in  Burlington  county,  iThen  it  was  surveyed  off  to  him 
in  May, 1714, it  was  in  Arnwell  township , Hunterdon  comity.  Then 
about  1758,  Greenwich  township  was  created  out  of  Arnwell, and 
in  the  same  year  Morris  county  was  set  off  from  Hunterdon, 
this  Hunt  land  was  part  of  that  county  and  tov-aship , remaining 
thus  until  1753, when  it  became  a  part  of  Suss sx  county, In  182 
it  fell  into  barren  county , where  it  still  lies, but  in  that 
part  of  the  county  now  called  Fohatcong  township* 

ns  the  heading  of  our  subject  indicates,  we  shall  first 
make  some  mention  of  the  ancestor;  next  from  him  trace  the 
Hunts  living  on  the  M useonetcong  in  lineal  descent  down  to 
the  ninth  generation , and  finally  notice  some  names  and  fam¬ 
ilies  of  Hunts  descended  from  the  same  ancestor, who  have 
lived  in, or  who  now  may  be  living  in  the  present  Mercer, 
Somers  et « Hunterdon  and  Sussex  counties* 
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the  ancestor  of  the  Hunts  under  consideration 


Ralph  Hunt , a  native  of  Eng land , a nd  supposed  to  have  been  a 
Roy a  list  and  a  warm  partisan  of  Charles  Stuart ,11, in  whose 
army  he  probably  was  engaged  against  the  common wea  X  t h , a nd 
who, upon  the  defeat  of  the  young  king  and  his  subsequent 
flight  into  Normandy, as  well  as  the  unsettled  condition  of 
affairs  in  England  during  the  reign  of  Cromwell, was  led  to 
look  to  America , whither  he  came  and  settled  in  now  Queens 
county,  Long  Island,  where  he  was  one  of  a  company  that  pur¬ 
chased  from  the  Indians  the  land  on  which  New ton, in  said 
county, is  situated, in  1655, and  was  one  of  the  patentees, 
thereof,  Ralph  Hunt  was  settled  on  the  Island  when  Peter 
Stuyvcsant  was  Governor  of  the  Dutch, and  admitted  to  an 
equality  with  them  in  the  management  of  their  affairs,  but 
afterwards  incurred  their  displeasure  on  account  of  his  op¬ 
position  to  some  of  Stuyvesant  *3  despotic  acts  towards  the 
English  Connecticut  Colony*

Counties"  that  Ralph  Hunt }s  share  of  the  purchase  money  for 
the  land  of  Newton  was  one  pound;  and  that  In  3.662  he  was 
chosen  one  of  the  officers  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the 
town, and  in  1663, was  chosen  to  town  office (sic  by  Charles  II) 
In  1664, he  was  admitted  as  a  freeman  of  the  Connecticut  col¬ 
ony, ancl  in  1665, was  commissioned  Lieutenant  of  the  Militia  of 
the  town  by  Governor  Hi coll.  In  1668,-e  was  elected  freehold¬ 
er  of  Newton, and  in  1667, was  chosen  constable, besides  filling 
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other  similar  positions.  His  hOuso  and  barn  with  their  con¬ 
tents  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  1688*  and  the  first  church 
edifice  in  Newton  vms  erected  on  land  donated  by  hin  in 
1671*  His  will  was  dated  January  12,1676.  He  died  leaving 
the  following  children:  -3c-  Ralph, Edward,  John,  Samuel  f!-rma 
and  Mary.  Of  these, his  son  Samuel  settled  at  Ma id enhea d (now

Ho  left  to  his  othe ^children  Ralph 
and  John, other  lands, and  to  Thomas , Jesse, Mary  and  Anna* leg¬ 
acies.

Among  a  largo  number  of  emigrants  who  came  from  Long  Is¬ 
land  and  settled  in  Hunterdon  and  Somerset  counties  in  the 
early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  was  Edward  Hunt , who  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  settled  in  the  neighborhood  of  (what  is  now) 

Clint  on,  in.  Hunterdon  Co.,N.J.  ,and  probably  was  the  Edward 
Hunt  referred  to  in  the  history  of  the  Hingwood  Baptist 
Church  an  the  first  fruits  of  Thomas  Curtis *3  preaching  at 
the  Porks  of  Spruce  Run  about  1738.  This  Edward  is  supposed 
to  have  bean  the  grand- father  of  Mansfield  Hunt, who  during 
the  Revolution  was  Armorer  of  Upper  Hunter don, and  also  the 
father,  of  Daniel  Hunt  who  also  resided  at  (the  site  of)  Clin¬ 
ton, H*  J. , and  served  in  the  war  in  Cap  t  *  Tucker  !s  Co», First 
Regiment  Jiand  at  a  meeting  of  the  township  committees  of 
Hunterdon  hold,  at  Ringoes , Jan *1775 .to  protest  against  the 
acts  of  Great  Britain, was  appointed  one  of  the  committee  to 
meet  at  Trenton , Key  25,1775. He  was  also  a  member  of  the  First 
Provincial  Congress  of  New  Jersey, an  associate  Judge  of  the 
Courts  in  1749;  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  1773, and  again 
held  the  same  office  in  1781.  Daniel  Hunt, as  above  stated, re- 
sided  at  Clint on (formerly  Hunt's  Mills) and  had  a  son  named 
Benjamin  Vancleave  Hunt, who  married  Elizabeth, daughter  of  Dr* 
«foIib  F« Gran Son, ancT  moved  to  Cincinnati, Ohio, where  he  died. 

There  may  have  been  other  Hunts  who  came  from  Long  Island  and 
settled,  in  New  Jersey  et  er  early  date, but  those  above  named 
are.  all  the  writer  now  has  any  knowledge  of* 

-  As  before  stated, Samuel  Hunt, son  of  Ralph, removed  from 
Long  Island  into  New  Jersey, and  settled  at  Lawrencevllle,K. J. , 
where  he  died  leaving  a  family  of  seven  children, and  among 
them  one  named  Thomas, who  was  born  about  the  year  1705, and 
in  a  deed  of  land  made  by  him  and  his  wife  Abigail  to  his 
son  Edward  in  1779, is  styled  a  resident  of  Amweli  township^ 
Hunterdon  county ,1s. J.  hhat  estate  Thomas  Hunt  may  have  possessed 
in  Amwell ,we  have  no  means  of  determining, but  it  was, no  doubt, 
considerable; since  it  is  well  known  that  he  owned  several  bun* 
dred  acres  of  land  in  Greenwich, Sussex(ncw  barren)  county* 

We  have  also  sought  in  vain  for  any  record  of  his  family, gener¬ 
ally,  oi*  of  hi  a,  or  his  wife  *  a  death;  we  only  know  that  he  was 
yet  living  in  1779, end  that  be  had  a  son  named  Edward; and  that 
Jesse  Hunt  and  John  Hunt, who  served  in  the  war  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tion  in  Ce.pt*  John  Phillips  1  Co*, may  have  been  his  send*  But 
hero  til  of  our  knowledge  of  him  ends .

of  Greenwich, in  Sussex  Co*  ,and  lived  or.  his  fath¬ 
er's  land  in  that  township* In  the  year  1772, he  purchased 
o£  Israel  Pemberton  222-J-  acres  of  land  lying  at  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  the  Delaware  and  Musconetcong  rivers, which  is  de *» 
scribed  in  the  deed  as  a  part  of  a  tract  of  16,500  acres 
that  William  Penn,Gav/en  Lourie, Nicholas  Lucas  and  Edward 
Billing©  conveyed  to  Robert  Squib  in  1676, and  the  same 
which  Squib’s  executors , Nathan  Pilson  and  Jonathan  John¬ 
son  conveyed  to  Thomas  Byerly  in  1705, whose  representatives 
Charles  Williams  and  Thomas  Jones  granted  the  same  to  Israel 
Pemberton  in  1771 8  The  deed  further  describes  Pemberton  at  a 
merchant  of  Philadelphia, and  Hunt  as  yeoman  of  Greenwich* 

The  deed  was  witnessed  by  J6hn  Wilson  and  Mary  J e nk in son- an d 
acknowledged  before  Frederic  Smith, Chief  Justice  of 
vince  of  New  Jersey  and  cne  of  the  Council;  and  recorded 
the  Secretary’s  Office  at  Burlington, N« J« , Liber  A.F.of  deeds, 
folio  476*  In  17 7 9, Edward  Hunt  purchased  of  his  father, Thomas 
Hunt, another  tract  of  266-J-  acres  adjoining  the  Pemberton 
tract, which  is  set  out  in  the  deed  as  a  part  of  what  Thomas 
Runt  purchased  of  Peter  Lott  in  1758, end  the  same  which  Peter 
Lott  purchased  of  John  Heath  in  1737, which  fell  to  him, the 
said  John  Heath, by  the  death  of  his  father, John  Heath, who  was 
the  eldest  son  of  Andrew  Heath,  who  had  the  same  among  other 
lands  surveyed  to  him  by  virtue  of  some  one  of  his  property 
rights  to  lands  in  the  Western  Division  of  New  Jersey*  The 
deed  was  witnessed  by  James  Furman  and  Samuel  Furman ,snd  ac¬ 
knowledged  before  Joseph  Reading,  a  Judge  of  the  Common 
Pleas  of  Hunterdon, and  in  addition  to  the  usual  receipt  en¬ 
tered  upon  the  deeds  in  those  days, has  also  Luavr  endorsed, 
upon  its  back  the  following:  ’’May  5*  Received  of  Thomas 
Hunt  6-f-  acres  of  the  within  described  land— gratis  ,aa  a  gift  as¬ 
signed  by  Edward  Hunt  and  witnessed  by  James  Furman. n 

Hunt’s  lands  then  extended  from  the  Delaware  river  to  Chel¬ 
sea  Forge ( Fine svil 3  e).In  the  Winter  of  1778-79,  sixty  cavalry 
horses  belonging  to  the  American  Array  were  wintered  on  Hunt’s 
Meadows  and  returned  to  the  Army  in  the  Spring  In  excellent 
condition.  Family  tradition  says  that  in  the  beginning  of  the 
Revolutionary  War,  Edward  Hunt  was  digging  c  race  way  or  water 
course  through  his  land  to  convey  water  from  the  creek  to  his 
meadows , and  that  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  laborers  at 
that  time, was  digging  it  with  one  man,  who  one  day  became  dis¬ 
couraged  with  the  job, threw  down  the  pick  and  shovel  and  went 
off  to  war*  Tradition  says  further, that  Mr.  Hunt  finally  hav¬ 
ing  completed  the  race  way  for  the  purpose  above  named, con¬ 
cluded  to  enlarge  it  and  build  a  saw-mill, which  was  done,  and 
the  mill  located  in  what  is  now  John  Hunt's  me  ado?/;  and  again, 
near  the  close  of  the  war, he  further  enlarged  the  race  and 
erected  a  grist  mill  on  the  site  of  the  present  mill  now  owned 


by  Benjamin  Riegel;  though  it  is  said, that  owing  to  the  scar¬ 
city  of  mechanics  and  laborers  occasioned  by  the  war, that  he 
v/as  two  or  three  years  building  it, and  never  quite  completed  it, 
As  there  is  no  mention  made  in  his  will  of.  this  property, it  is 
supposed  that  he  sold  the  mill  in  his  lifetime  to  one  Dehaven 
and  two  other  gentlemen.  He  may  be  said  to  have  been  the  founder 
of  the  hamlet  now  called  Riegelsviile,N, J. 
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As  a  matter  of  some  interest, we  will  here  mention  that  Ed¬ 
ward  Hunt  had  a  cousin  named  Thomas  who  lived  in  Hardwick* 
who  in  1755  was  captured  by  the  Indians  and  carried  to  Canada 
and  sold  to  a  French  Military  officer®  His  mother, anxious  for 
his  delivery, if  alive, attended  the  conference  at  Easton  in 
1758,  where  a  treaty  was  made  with  the  Six  Nations,  and  f indu¬ 
ing  an  Indian  there  who  knew  her  son, she  gave  him  sixty  pounds 
to  return  him  to  her;  but  that  was  money  wasted, since  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  treaty  made  there, required  the  Indians  to  lib¬ 
erate  all  the  prisoners  they  held;  which  was  done, and  Thomas 
returned  home  after  an  absence  of  three  years  and  six  months.. 

When  Edward  Hunt  came  to  this  part  of  the  county, it  was 
mostly  an  unbroken  wilderness , and  the  government  of  New  Jersey 
subject  to  the  British  Grown,  He  was  probably  attracted  to 
this  locality  by  its  natural  meadows  and  the  advantages  to  be 
derived  from  Musconetceng  Creek  watering  them, as  well  as  a 
water-power .  The  existence  of  meadows  here  at  that  period , may 
be  accounted  for  by  the  Indians  having  in  some  unknown  period 
cleared  off  and  farmed  the  land;  and  after  their  removal, was 
set  with  natural  or  wild  grass, which  in  those  days  was  highly 
appreciated#  Here  he  erected  a  log  cabin  and  commenced  clear¬ 
ing  up  a  home  for  himself  and  family;  and  where  after  an  ac« 
tive  life  of  prosperity  for  a  period  of/f  our  teen  years, on  some 
day  between  the  tenth  of  March  *1786  *  the'  date  of  his  will,  and

were  to  be  equally  divided  between  his  sons  Edward ,1711 11  am  and 
John*  His  wife  Mary  to  receive  forty  pounds  per  year, having  a 
room  to  live  in, with  necessary  furniture, firewood  and  e or;  dur¬ 
ing  her  life®  The  residue  of  his  personal  estate, he  gave  to 
his  five  daughters, equally  divided  among  them,  except  that  he 
remembered  his  grandsons , Thomas  Sproul  and  Edward  Vaugn,  and 
directed  his  Negro  man  Sambo  to  be  appraised  and  kept  on  the 
plantation  by  one  of  his  sons, such  son  paying  the  valuation, 
thereof* 

His  eldest  daughter  Ann  married  Benjamin  McCullough, who  was 
of  Scotch-Irish  descent, and  a  member  from  Greenwich  of  the 
Safety  Committee  organized  in  Sussex  county, August  1775;  and 
captain  of  s  company  in  Heard* s  First  Brigade, May  84,1777; and 
after  the  close  of  the  war, resided  at  Broackvay,N.  J« , where  they 
kept  hotel. Lawrence  L. McCullough  of  Jersey  City, doing  business 
in  New  York  City, is  probably  a  descendant  of  Benjamin  end  Ann

Amelia  married  Peter  Cr eve ling, and  resided  near  Jugtown, 
where  tTiey  were  engaged  in  farming.  They  had  one  son, John 
Creveling( born  Sept . SO , 1791-died  prior  to  1854), who  married 
Jerus ha  Eoppock(born  July  31,1797-died  March  16,1865),  They 
left  a  son,  William  Creveling(  born  April  £,1810),  who  married 
Jan. £1,1836, Margaret  Opdyck  or  Opdyke(died  Dec .£5,186£) ; 
married  2d,  Tamza  Miller. 

Hannah  married  John  Empy.  They  removed  to  Canada, where 
they  lived  and  died.  Of  their  descendants , if  they  left  any, 
nothing  is  known.  John  3. Hunt  has  in  his  possession  the 
wheels  of  a  bolster  wagon  on  which  his  grandfather  and 
grandmother , John  and  Anna  Hunt , rode  to  Canada, a  little  more 
than  70  years  ago (1823/24)  to  visit  John  and  Hannah  Erapy.

it  is  said, he  acquired  a  fortune. His  children, as  the  writer 
has  learned  them. were:  1- Jesse ( born  1784) ; 2- Jacob (born  1786 );

Wiiliam( born  1766  or  1763-died  about  18 1£ ) was  allotted 
the  upper  division  of  his  father’s  land, which  included  the 
land  on  which  Finesville  is  situated. He, like  most  of  the 
early  settlers , first  erected  upon  it  a  log  tenement , and  af¬ 
terwards  , probably  in  1800, built  himself  a  stone  ho use, which 
in  1894  is  still  standing.  He  died  comparatively  young, 
about  45  years  old,  and  was  probably  buried  in  the  orchard, 
beside  his  kindred, or  he  may  have  been  interred  in  Green¬ 
wich  Presbyterian  Church  Cemetery.  After  his  death, his  land

Cline  of  the  Hunterdon  County  troops.

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RUSSELL  L  AT  SON  KEENEY ;  Judge  and  public  official  wa  s  born  in 
Pittsfield,  131.,  December  29,  1897,  son  of  Walter  Franklin 
and  Kittie  Ann  (Watson)  Keeney.  His  first  paternal  American 
ancestor  was  Alexander  Keeney,  who  came  to  this  country  from 
England  before  1660  and  settled  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.  From 
Alexander  and  his  wife,  Alice  Colfax,  the  descent  was  through 
Joseph  and  Hannah  Hills,  Alexander  and  -  Richard  and  Chloe 
-  -,  Richard  and  Margaret  porter,  Ira  and  Betsey  Keeney,  and 
John  Dudley  and  Frances  Jane  McTee,  the  grandparents  of  Russell 
W.  Keeney.  His  father  was  an  electrical  engineer  and  business¬ 
man.  After  completing  his  preliminary  education  at  public 
schools  in  Naperville,  Ill.,  he  attended  evening  classes  at  De- 
Paul  University  and  was  graduated  with  an  LL.B'.  degree  in  132.9 
and  an  LL.M.  degree  in  1921,  His  father's  death  while  Keeney 
was  still  a. boy  caused  him  to  begin  work  in  early  life  on  news¬ 
paper  and  magazine  routes. 


In  1912  he  established  a  dairy  products  route  in  V'heaton,  Ill., 
and  in  1914  he  became  office  boy  and  a  year  later  stenographer 
for  Joseph  Reuss,  a  Naperville  lawyer.  He  continued  in  the  last- 
named  capacity  .until  completing  his  law  school  studies,  after 
which  he  was  associated  with'  Reuss  in  the  practice  of  law  until 
1926.  He  then  joined  the  law  firm  of  Reed,  Knoch  &  Keeney,  Naper 
ville,  and  subsequently  was  a  member  of  the  successor  firm  of 
Reed  &  Keeney  from  1930  until  his  election  as  circuit  judge  of 
the  sixteenth  Judicial  District  in  1953.  Meanwhile  he  had  filled 
various  public  offices,  beginning  in  1919  as  clerk  of  Lisle  Town¬ 
ship,  DuPage  Co.,  ill., &  from  1922  to  1926  as  justice  of  the  peace 
there.  Appointed  assistant  state's  attorney  for  Dupage  County  in 
1926,  he  served  in  that  office  until  1936  and  simultaneously  was 
first  assistant  state's  attorney  in  the  county  and  in  1936  acting 
state's  attorney. 

in  1936  he  .became  special  assistant  attorney  general  for  DuPage 
County  and  in  that  year  was  elected  state's  attorney,  for  the  corn 
ty .  He  filled  the  latter  office  until  1940,  when  he  was  elected 
judge  of  the  County  Court  of  DuPage  County  to  fill  an  unexpired 
term,  and  he  was  re-elected  to  that  bench  in  1942,  1946  and  1950. 
Fleeted  judge. of  the  sixteenth  judicial  Circuit  of  Illinois  in 
3.953,  he  remained  on  that  bench  for  three  years,  resigning  upon 
his  election  in  1956  from  the  fourteenth  Illinois  District  to  the 
TJ.  S.  Congress,  "where  he  served  until  his  death.  Keeney  won  every 
election  he  entered,  leading  his  party's  ticket  beginning  with 
his  campaign  for  justice  of  the  peace.  In  the  Congressional 
election  he  received  150,904  votes,  compared  to  his  opponent's 
63,067  votes. 

Noteworthy  cases  in  which  he  appeared  as  prosecutor  included: 
People  v.  John  Preston  (173  N.E.  383,  1930;  People  v.  "Baby  Face" 
George  Nelson  (177  N.E.  761),  1932;  and  People  v.  Walter  Meyers. 
The  last-named  involved  a  petition  for  a  post-conviction  hearing,de 
by  the  state  supreme  court,  and  the  defendant  was  sentenced  to 
199  years  in  the  penitentiary .  During  his  years  as  attorney  and 
judge,  he  was  associated  with  a  program  for  the  probation  and  re¬ 
habilitation  of  youthful  first  offenders,  but  he  fought  against 
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leniency  in  matters  of  parole  for  habitual  criminals  and  worked 
to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  identification  and  fingc  r- 
printing  in  state  and  national  law  enforcement  agencies,  was 
also  an  adamant  adversary  of  gambling  in  his  county.  In  the 
U.  S*  Congress  he  served  on  the  House  judiciary  committee  .  Among 
his  important  achievements  in, Congress  was  the  introduction  of 
an  amendment  to  the  Civil  Rights  Bill  of  1957.  The  amendment, 
granting  the  right  of  a  trial  by  jury,  to  persons  brought  into 
court  for  violations  under  the  bill  was  defeated  in  the  House, 
but  was  upheld  in  the  u.  S.  Senate  and  was  included  in  tl  e  bill 
when  it  was  signed  by  Dwight  Eisenhower  (q.v,).  In  civic-  affairs, 
Keeney  was  a  supporter  of  the  Family  Service  Association  of  rm- 
Page  County,  serving  on  its  executive  committee  during  1951-53 
and  as  vice-president  of  the  organization  from  1953  until  his 
death.  From  1946  to  1957  he  was  president  of  the  Dupage  bounty 
Tuberculosis  Association, 

During  the  First  World  War  he  served  as  a  private  in  the  Student 
Array  Training  corps  unit  at  DePaul  University.  He  was  a  life 
member  of  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  honorary  member  of  tie  Du¬ 
page  Board  of  Realtors  and  Kiwanis  Club  of  Wheaton  and  member 
of  the  American  Illinois  State  and  Dupage  County  bar  associations, 
Illinois  Circuit  and  Superior  Judges  Association,  State’s  Attor¬ 
neys  Association  of  Illinois,  Illinois  County  and  Probatr  judges 
Association  (president  1947-48),  Dupage  County  Farm  Bureau, 

Wheaton  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Izaak  Walton  League,  the  Masonic 
order  (32d  degree,  Shriner,  Knight  Templar)  and  the  Order  of  the 
Fas tern  Star,  BPOF,  100F,  Delta  Theta  Phi,  the  American  Legion, 
and  the  Forty  and  Eight.  Gardening,  reading  and  playing  bridge 
were  his  chief  recreations.

John  Hunt ( son  of  Edward  and  brother  of  William, 5th  genera- 
tion  of  descent  from  Ralph  Hunt, the  immigrant  ancestor )was 
born  at  what  is  now  Riegelsville,'!. J, ,Pec « 18 , 1773, and  was  al¬ 
lotted  as  his  share, the  middle  division  of  his  father1 s  land, 
which  .contained  about  190  acres. The  first  dwelling  erected 
upon  it  was  also  a  log  hut, having  an  ordinary  ladder  to  get 
to  the  attic.lt  stood  between  the  millrace  and  creek*  This 
house  was  first  occupied  by  Christopher  Tins man, who  during 
John  limit1  s  minority, farmed  the  place*.  An  additional  log  ten¬ 
ement  was  afterwards  built  to  the  first  one, in  which  John 
Hunt  lived  until  1312  or  1813, at  which  time  he  built  the 
stone  house  yet  standing  in  a  good  state  of  preservation, and 
in  which  he  resided  the  remainder  of  his  long  life.  Prior  to 
1835  the  Rev, Abigail  Roberts , pioneer  Christian  preacher  in 
this  section, and  Elder  William  Lane  held  monthly  meetings  and 
preached  to  large  congregations  gathered  in  and  around  this 
house.  On  two  or  three  occasions  baptisms  were  administered- 
in  the  creek  neaarby. 

Although  John  Hunt  in  his  early  life  learned  the  tanner1 s 
trade, his  chief  occupation  was  that  of  farmer.  He  was  a  Pern-* 
ocrat  in  politics  and  a  charter  member  and  trustee  of  the 
Christian  Church  organized  at  Finesville , 1835,  About  the 
same  year, he  and  Philip  Fine, Esq.  donated  and  deeded  the  land 
comprising  the  Finesville  uurying  ground. Here  he  was  buried 
in  1851, be side  his  wife  Anna, whose  body  had  been  interred  in 
1846,  His  will  dated  Mar, 17, 1846, devised  his  realestate  in 
nearly  equal  parts  to  his  sons  George  and  William, subject  to 
the  payment  of  certain  sums  of  money  after  his  decease, to  be 
equally  divided  among  all  his  children.

joined  the  Presbyterian  Church.  In  1809  he  was  colled  to  the 
Harmony  Presbyterian  Church; also  about  the  same  time, he  became 
pastor  of  Scott’s  Mountain  Presbyterian  Church, where  he  con¬ 
tinued  for  a  period  of  eight  years. 

In  1818, he  requested  of  Presbytery  a  dissolution  of  his  pas¬ 
toral  relations  with  the  Harmony  Church, which  was  granted* 

He  then  received  a  fftSfL  second  call  from  the  Scott’s  Mountain 
Church, which  he  accepted, preaching  for  them  until  1827, when  he 
retired  from  the  ministry.  He  however, continued  to  preach  in 
school  houses  and  private  houses  in  neighborhoods  destitute 
of  churches  for  many  years  after  his  retirement.
